_ Kirk overcomes 
_ heart defect,

On Feb. 1, 1960, Kirk Ste- 
ven Westmoreland, made a six 
pound, six ounce, apparently 
healthy debut at San Antonio 
Community Hospital only to 
have doctors confirm within a 
matter of months that he suf- 
fered from a congenital heart 
defect. 

Kirk’s problem was not ap- 
parent in the early weeks of 
his life, but his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Wallace Westmore- 
land who own and operate the 
Gallery Frame Shop in Upland 
soon became aware and cone 
cerned over the baby’s lack of 
sufficient weight gain and poor 
appetite. 

IN THE EARLY months, the 
baby was under the care of a 
general practitioner, but as the 
baby was not progressing sat- 
isfactorily, the parents made a 
decision to take Kirk to a pe. 
diatrician for examination, It 
was this examination which first 
gave the parents a tentative 
diagnosis of heart trouble, and 
they then were referred to the 
Mary Louise Heart Clinic at 
San Antonio Community Hos- 
pital, 

The parents considered 
themselves and their child very 
fortunate to have had Dr.George 
C. Griffith, director of the cline 
ic examine Kirk and make the 
definite diagnosis of ‘Patent 
Ductus,*’ a congenital heart dis. 
ease, which could only be core 
rected by surgery. 

Kirk was three months old 
at this time, and too young to 
with-stand the corrective sure 
gery. He was pale and under- 
weight and suffered from poor 
appetite and shortness of 
breath, 

A year passed, during which 
time, Kirk suffered from pneu. 
monia twice and repeated colds 
and infections, At 15 months, he 
could not sit, stand or crawl 
and was very weak andsmall for 
his age. 

IT WAS AT THIS TIME sur- 
gery was decided upon, and he 
entered St. Vincent’s Hospital, 
Los Angeles, where Dr. Jerome 
Kay performed corrective sure 
gery.

Mrs. Westmoreland was ale 
lowed to spend a week with her 
son at the hospital helping to 
care for him, as he was the 
youngest child to undergo heart 
surgery at St. Vincent’s at that 
time. 

Kirk is 7 years old now. He 
is a hard-charging, intelligent 
and active blond haired, blue 
eyed ‘‘boy’s boy’’, He has been 
seen yearly at the Heart Clin- 
ic, and last year, Dr. Griffith 
told his parents that he is come 
pletely cured with no after ef- 
fects. 

Kirk is one of hundreds of Up- 
land children who have been 
helped through the work at the 
Mary Louise Heart Clinic at San 
Antonio Community Hospital. 
This clinic is open to all chile 
dren and young adults up to 
age 21 and is staffed by 10 
medical doctors who donate 
their time and services to pae 
tients each week. 

THE CLINIC at San Antonio 
Community Hospital took care 
of all arrangements for Kirk’s 
surgery and care, and the ar- 
rangements allowing Mrs. 
Westmoreland to stay with her 
son at the hospital. 

Mr, and Mrs. Westmoreland 
are also very grateful to the 
Crippled Children’s Associae 
tion for their financial help, 
which completely covered the 
cost of their child’s surgery.

all your money ‘to protect it 
for you,’? You never see your 
savings again, 


The Chief stated that the 
banking profession is very cone 
cerned about this swindle which 
is robbing depositors of their 
life savings, 

Wessely added that any pere 
son who is approached with the 
type of story described above, 
should immediately contact the 
bank manager or the local poe 
lice department.

SAN BERNARDINO (CNS) « 
Consolidation af jury panels 
for superior and municipal 
courts has been approved by 
the County Board of Supervi- 
Sors, &5 & conventence for prose 
pective jurors and as a means 
of saving the county about $20,- 
OOO annually, 

Alvin Short, jury commise 
sioner, told Supervisors that he, 
as the representative of the sue 
perior courts, and Rudy Corona, 
municipal court clerk, had been 
working for a year on a plan to 
pool their jury resources, 

They had reached an agrees 
Ment, but not all judges are in 
favor of the consolidation, Short 
declared, 

The superior courts now ree 
quire 4,000 jurors annually, at 
& cost af about $89,000, Short 
said, Municipal courts require 
1,100 jurors, at a cost of about 
$36,000, he continued, 

In the combined pool, 4,000 
jurors will meet the needs of 
both court systems, with 
$20,000 te be saved, Short exe 
plained. He said a juror will 
hereafter know that he will 
have one week's jury duty, then 
ho more for a year, and not face 
being called for two court syse 
tems, 

The system will make iteasl- 
er for jurors, Short went on, be- 
cause they can be shifted from 
superior to municipal courtcae 
Ses as may be required, Many 
jurors now are called to duty, 
then excused even before going 
to court, due to settlement of a

our deadline something fierce,
